Independent claim 1: 

H: A winch as per the preamble of claim 1 is known from 
prior art document US-B-6 196 242. 

None of the documents cited in the search report - 
discloses all the features of claim 1. 

IS: The feeler in claim 1 prevents winding in the wrong 
direction when the rope is fully wound. 

These features are not suggested by the cited prior 
art: 

• US-B-6 196 242 uses a detent pawl 38 that is 
pressed by a spring against the ratchet 37, 
pr0vidin 9- Permanent locking in one direction of 
rotation. There is no feeler which acts on the 
feed direction of the rope or on the winding of 
the rope on the rope drum; ; 

• US-A-5 711 333 also uses a detent pawl which is 
pressed against the ratchet by a spring.

Dependent claims 2 to 13 concern advantageous 
configurations of the subject matter of claim 1 and
